EDITOB JOOKNAL—Tho changes that 


have ocoon-ed in Eureku since last year 
refer chiefly to population. As to Us 
principal and almost only industry, 
which is silwer mining, this town has 
been for a long time only a shadow of 
its former self, being merely kept to- 
gether by the hops for the speedy re- 
habilitation of the white metul. Nev- 
ertheless the people exhibit a cheerful 
spirit, worthy of emulation. They are 
also hospitable and free hearted as of 
yore, thereby proving that the true ele- 
ment of good fellowship, proverbial of 
mining towns .in Nevada, has not yet 
been crushed out by adversity. 


There has been a considerably exo- 


dus to DeLamar, the new El Dorado in j 
Lincoln county, ,and various other 
places, for only too obvious reasons. 
In consequence the registry list of 1896 
as compared with the one of two years 
ago, will show a decrease of over 100 
votes in the county. 


THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 


It is more than probable that the 


patience of .the people in this stricken 
section of the country would be put to 
a severe test if some of the cringing 
minions of the gold trust and corpora- 
tions in general, should come to Eu- 
reka and try to tell them that tariff is 
the paramount issue and that protec- 
tion would reopen the mines, or that 
they wonld get free silver some day 
through international agreement, even 
if they had to wait till the Atlantic 
froze over. 


The people are slow to forget the un- 


fulfilled promises the Republicans 
made two and four years ago, that 
through their party alone, silver would 
be restored to its proper station in the 
near future. Hon. H. F. Bartine, their 
standard-bearer, became 'so sick and. 
ashamed of that old gag in which he 
never believed, that he packed up his 
gripsack and left the State. TO hie 
groat credit, it must be said, that he 
is now one of the staunchest support- 
ers of the good cause. 


A few weeks ago the writer was 


hauled up with a short tarn on account 
of his remarks on the silver vote of 
Battle Mountain by a Mr. Borland, 
whom the shoe fitted only too well, as 
no name was mentioned at the time, 
and although he was advised by promi- 
nonfmen of that town to desist from 
making a retort. Profiting by this les- 
son names will hereafter be in order 
for the purpose of substantiating the 
subjoined assertions. 


DISBANDED. 


The famous "Solid Five" of Eureka 


are no more. They followed the praise- 
worthy example of their recent leader, 
A. 0. Cleveland, and disbanded. Con- 
sequently there will be no convention 
of any description held in the county. 
Every candidate for office will go be- 
fore the people by petition of the pre- 
scribed per cent of the voters at the 
last election. 


Of the Republicans up to the close of 


the St. Louis Convention, Wm. Smith, 
postmaster nnder Harrison, John Torre, 
ex-State Senator. F. A. Brossemer aud 
John Drager, the latter two late candi- 
dates for the Assembly, have openly 
declared for free silver.

Long remains in the fold and J. Lan- 
der JSmith, ex-Assemblyman, is doubt- 
ful. 


There are the usual number of can- 


didates for each office. The most prom- 
inent candidates for the Assembly are 
Mike Foster of the Sentinel and Charles

during previous sessions.

estimate is $400,000,000 above the true 
amount and of tbe remainder at least 
$800.000,000 is already in the hands of 
the'lenders. 
To get this money in apartments in 


circulation requires more bonds and of his building, 
mortgages and as the bonds pile higher 
the demand for money to pay interest 
becomes more brisk; hsnco the value 
of money goes up and the price of 
property goes? down.

Nothing 
could havo been more foreign to tho 
American idea in my time than that, 
and I suppose it is still the same, 
Neither parents nor boya could have 
submitted to the "thought without mor- 
tification. But here, the "feeling, or at 
least tho fact, is quite different. A hard 
working man who lives lip to the last 
penny of n meager professional income 
can givo a half sovereign tip to the 
schoolboy soa of n friend or acquaint- 
ance of his who has $30,000 a year, and 
the boy will pocket it, and tho father 
will, at the most, look the other way. I 
used to think that this bad its explana- 
tion in tho fact that parents and chil- 
dren were liot united by so close if bond 
here as in America, and that the father, 
cared less than any American father 
would care for tho dignity and self -re- 
spect of his eon. On the other hand, 
however, it is certain that the English 
father holds himself responsible for his 
son and spends money solicitously in 
trying to start him in life long past the 
stage when an American youth would 
bo expected to go out and shift for* him- 
self. And, indeed, the older one gets the 
plainer it is to be seen that any and ev- 
ery attempt to dogmatise about the dif- 
ference between tho two peoples of the 
two countries must be subject to all sorts 
of reservations and contradicting modi- 
fications. But it is true that the English 
child is allowed to cadge for money in 
a way which is unknown to tho Ameri- 
can child of the same social grade, and 
that thin is by no means confined to 
relatively poor people. This fact has al- 
ways seemed to mo to rob the English 
child of a grer.t deal of the interest 
which with us attaches to childhood. 
Not I alono find him less interesting, it 
is 11 universal judgment upou him.—
